Bakr and D e f e n s e Minister 
Mahdi Saleh Ammash appealed 
over Baghdad Radio for unity, 
w a r n e d against "Ba'Athists 
killing Ba'Athists" and prom- 
ised "all problems 
will be 


solved." 


Commanders of the 2nd, 3rd 


and 4th Army Divisions pledged 
their allegiance to the govern- 
ment. 


The leader of the attempted 


coup appeared to be Ali Saleh 
El Saadi, until Tuesday the 
d e p u t y premier, information 
minister and reputed Ba'At hist 
strongman. He suddenly was 
dropped from the leadership of 
the Iraqi" Ba'Ath party com- 
mand in a reshuffle announced 
just, before the coup attempt.

said El Saadi had left Baghdad 
for Madrid.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


full impact of South Viet Nam's 
military coup on the anti-Com- 
munist war there is expected to 
show itself by Easter, U.S. offi- 
cials said today. 


Defense authorities Tuesday 


reported a "moderate favorable 
trend in the morale and deter- 
mination" of South Vietnamese 
troops in the two weeks since 
the overthrow of the regime of 
President Ngo Dinh Diem. 


But they said there is no ba- 


sis for judgment yet on whether 
the ousting of the Diem govern- 
ment has altered the complexion 
of the war to suppress Commu- 
nist guerrillas. This, they said, 
is something that will take time 
to show. 


Critics had contended South 


Viet Nam could not defeat Com- 
munists until the Diem govern- 
ment was replaced by leaders 
more responsive to the needs 
of the country's 14 million peo- 
ple. 


Diem and his brother, Ngo 


Diem Nhu, were ousted arid 
killed early this month. 


There have been suggestions 


that the United States had a 
hand in the overthrow, but de- 
fense officials replied with a 
terse, "No," when asked wheth- 
er they had any advance know- 
ledge that the coup was coming. 


A top-ranking group of U.S. 


officials will go to Honolulu next 
week for a one-day meeting 
with U.S. Ambassador Henry 
Cabot Lodge and Gen. Paul p. 
Harkins, U.S. commander in 
South Viet Nam, in an effort to 
assess the impact so far on the 
American-aided war against the 
Reds.

NEW YORK (AP) - Network 


television is devoting 40 hours 
per week to game shows, panel 
shows and audience participa- 
tion shows. 


That is much more time than 


is, devoted to any other single 
category. 
Within a couple of 


months the time will be in- 
creased by another hour. 


NBC is undisputed champ, 


with nine such programs for a 
total of four and one-half hours 
a day five days a week. 


And it soon will add an eve- 


ning, once-a-week edition to its 
schedule when 
"You 
Don't 


Say," an afternoon fixture, ex- 
pands to replace the canceled, 
"Redigo," a Western. 


ABC is second in fun-and- 


Last month in an interview the 
magazine U.S. News & World 
Report a^ked him the question 
directly: Would he accept the 
nomination if drafted? 


He said: "I shall not be a 


candidate in '64—and that an- 
swers all questions of that type 
...there can be no draft unless a 
man stimhates it or encourag- 
es it...my statement that I shall 
not be a candidate means there 
can be no draft." 


It does not necessarily mean 


any such thing. The fact that he 
did not actively seek the nom- 
ination does not prevent the 
convention, if deadlocked on 
others, from seeking a way out 
by turning to him. 


While he said he is not a can- 


didate, he has been urging Re- 
publicans in all sections of the 
country not to commit them- 
selves yet to any would-be can- 
didates. His reason is said to 
be: It's too soon to know what 
will happen. 


As of now there arc only two 


candidates in sight: New York's 
Gov. Nelson A. Rockefeller and 
Arizona's Sen. Barry Goldwatcr. 
Rockefeller 
has 
already an- 


nounced his candidacy, Goldwa- 
ter is expected to in January. 


And — both men have said 


they thought Nixon was acting 
like a candidate. 


One month ago_ Nixon said he 


hoped there would be nothing 
on the record between then and 
the convention to indicate he fa- 
vored one candidate over an- 
other. . 


While such reticence would 


avoid adding splits in the Re- 
publican party, it would also 
avoid making enemies for him 
among the followers of the can- 
didate in case the convention fi- 


nally did turn to him. 


Monday in Miami editors rep- 


resenting a cross-section of the 
nation's daily newspapers said 
they ieel Nixon will be the Re- 
publican candidate against Pres- 
ident Kennedy, but that Kenne- 
dy will beat him again as he did 
in 1960. 


Fifty editors, in Miami for the 


annual Associated Press man- 
aging editors meeting today, 
were quizzed by the Miami Her- 
ald and 26 of them picked Nixon 
as the Republicans' choice. 


Goldwater got 12 votes. The 


rest went to Rockefeller and 
Michigan's Gov. George Rom- 
ney. The editors stressed that 
their selections were based on 
judgment and not on their po- 
litical preference. 


Former Presient Eisenhow- 


er, in a Sunday television inter- 
view, said Nixon would be one of 
those definitely considered for 
the nomination if the convention 
deadlocks. 


Nixon, asked about this, said 


he could conceive of "no cir- 
cumstances 
whatever" under 


which he would be a candidate 
for the nomination. This was 
just repeating what he had said 
before. 


But Eisenhower didn't say 


Nixon would be a candidate, 
but that a deadlocked conven- 
tion might turn to him.

comment about Hoffa's petition. 
It noted that Justice Goldberg,

Then came Johnny, the 
best-remembered of all, who lost 
his life in the Battle of Loos in 
1915.

Episcopal 
Church in 
Conference

LITTLE ROCK (AP) - Bis. 


hops of the Episcopal Church 
start discussions today which 
they hope will lead to a major 
statement of policy on church 
unity. 


Bishop Nelson M. Burroughs 


of Cleveland, Episcopal bishop 
of Ohio and acting chairman of 
the church's House of Bishops, 
predicted at a news conference 
yesterday that such a statement 
will come out of this meeting, 
the first the House of Bishops 
has ever held ia Arkansas. 


Burrough said the Episcopal 


Church has long been a leader 
in the ecumenical (unity) move- 
ment. "But we need to spell out 
how far we are willing to go to 
achieve unity," he said. "We 
will try here to get a consensus 
of the beliefs of our own bis- 
hops." 


Any decision by the House of 


Bishops will not be binding on 
the church unless it is accepted 
by the House of Delegates at 
next year's General Convention 
in St. Louis. 


"But what we decide here will 


carry weight at the conven- 
tion." Burroughs said. 


The bishops also will discuss 


the role of the church in the 
world 


The poal of the unity move- 


ment. Burroughs said, is a 
mereing of all Christian church- 
es into a universal church. 


He said Episcopalians recog- 


nized the "scandal of disunity" 
as long ago as 1886 when the 
Episconal Church spelled out its 
terms for church merger in the 
pronouncement now known as 
tho "Chicago Quadrilateral." 


These terms included recogni- 


tion of the Nirene Creed as the 
statement of the Christian faith 
and accenance of the "historic 
enisronate." which means a 
ministerial hierarchy of bis- 
hons. priests and deacons.

Episconal Churrh sees a need 
for reinterpretation of some of 
these terms. 


Bishops at the meeting here 


represent the 3.5 million mem- 
bers of (he Episcopal Church of 
the United States, which is one 
of ]8 churches in the Anglican 
Communion.

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Seed Export 
Talk Up at 
Right Time 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Talk 


of possible exports of oilseeds— 
mainly soybeans — and veget- 
able oils and fats to the Soviet 
Union and other Soviet bloc 
countries has bobbed up at the 
right time for farmers, 


The Soviet sunflower crop—a 


major source of vegetable oils 
for the Communists—is believed 
to be down along with wheat, 
due to dry and hot weather last 
summer. 


Commenting on the possible 


export, the Agriculture Depart- 
ment said in a report that price 
bullishness has developed at a 
time when U.S. oilseeds, fats 
and oils marketings are the 
heaviest and prices normally 
are at their seasonal lows. 


The report said it appears 


that producer prices of soy- 
beans, cottonseed, peanuts and 
flaxsced have moved to a slight- 
ly higher plateau and likely will 
continue strong throughout the 
1963-64 marketing year. 


Total supplies of edible fats, 


oils and oilseeds during the year 
are forecast at a record 17 
billion pounds, in terms of oil, 
or about 3 per cent more than 
the peak quality available last 
year. 


Exports are expected to set a 


record of 4.9 billion pounds in 
terms of oil. 


But despite a heavy domestic 


and export demand for soybeans 
and tor soybean meal, it nP- 
pears likely, the department 
said, that stocks of soybean oil 
will increase this marketing 
year. 


It is possible that unused 


stocks of soybean oil next Oct. 
1 will be 15 per cent larger than 
the record extra supply on the 
like date this year. 


Soybean prices 
in 
October 


averaged $2.56 a bushel com- 
pared with the price support 
rate of $2.25. Soybean exports 
during the current sales year 
are expected by the department, 
to total at least 190 million 
bushels compared with 180 mil- 
lion in the year just ended. The 
crop has been estimated at 727 
million bushels. 


The department said western 


Europe will be buying .more spy 
beans to get meal needed for its 
expanding livestock industry.

"This is fundamental and if 
we're going to solve the drop- 
out problem, we must t?et to the 
fundamental.
